, may be used if you wish the tree 
to rest on a reflector mirror. Hard 
ware staples may be used to hold 
a wire cone upright on any board 
base. If root vegetables are used 
the weight will probably balance 
itself. 
If in doubt 
about 
the 


stability of the vegetable base, se- 
cure it to a board' 6 or more inch 
cs square. A nail driven upright 
through the center of the board 
will serve as a pin to stick into 
the base of the core and hold it 
secure. 


When the little tree has taken 
on the shape you desire you may 
decorate it as you wish. Spray it 
with silver paint or sprinkle with 
anv artificial snow preparation. 


To preserve the freshness of the 
tree the base may be set in a shal 
low tray of water. Moisture will 
travel through the moss or veget- 
able core and help to keep the im 
posed branches fresh, she explains.

And only four, in 
eluding retired Chief Sam Blue, 
still speak the Catawba language. 
Most of the adults have jobs in lex 
tile mills nearby, while their child 
rcn attend white schools here and 
in other school districts.

Research at Polytech, headed 
by Dr. S. Allan Edgar, is con- 
cerned primarily with the "nui- 
sance" mosquito, as distinguished 
,*rom 
the 
malaria-transmitting 


type. 
And the .scientists 
point 


out that the "nuisance" mos- 
quito, in one form or another, is 
found in all parts of the United 
States as far north as Alaska. 
In Alabama, they say, one type 


of "nuisance" mosquito also can 
carry a disease called "fowl pox" 
from one chicken lo another —and 
they arc 
seeking evidence as to j 


whether this same pest might even 
transmit cholera and typhoid fe- 
ver from one human being to an- 
other. 
They have suggestive evidence 


on what Alabama's No. 1 mos- 
quito nuisance —the "culeax quin- 
qucfasciatus" —can do to chickens 
in the way of effecting lowered 
egg production. 


In 1940, when the population 'of 


mosquitoes was high, the scientists 
found that a group of chickens 
screened against the insects pro- 
duced 15 per cent more eggs for 
the year than c^d birds left open 
lo attack. 
The conclusions 
arc' that the 


mosquitoes drain sufficient blood

bus I egg-producing capacity.

Polytech scientists capture insects 
and" subject engorged blood to tech- 
niques used by criminologisls to dif- 
ferentiate between poultry, animal 
and human blood.

But symptoms 
of indigestion may be a warning 
sign of certain diseases of the 
digestive tract, the agent explains. 
If the symptoms persist over a 
period .of months, she recommends 
seeing a doctor. 
"Don't try to treat indigestion 


yourself," 
the home demonstra- 


tion agent cautions. 
"Home re- 


medies 
sometimes give tempor- 


ary relief, hut often they do more 
harm than good. Let your doctor 
diagnose your case and prescribe 
the proper treatment." 


But the best thing to do to avoid 


indigestion is to eat moderately, 
according to the amount of exer- 
cise taken, avoid 
mental or emo- 


tional tensions; and keep in good 
physical 'condition.

Setbacks

Darwin—Australian and Ameri- 


can scientists are having many un- 
happy set-backs in their search for 
rare specimens of Australian native 
life in Arnherh Land, northern Aus- 
tralia. Here are some of the trou- 
bles: 
Dr. David A. Johnson, associate 


curator of mammals at the U. S. 
National Museum, Washington, sig- 
hted a dugong. This is a rare spe- 
cies of marine mammal, the sup- 
posed original of the Mermaid. 
The dugong was gamboling 
a- 


round on a sand bar. Dr. Johnson 
paddled a canoe out to the bar. 
His arrival frightened the dugong 
away. He took a short walk. His 
canoe disappeared while he was 
gone. It was a long and lonely ni- 
ght with the dugong playing in the 
water just out of his reach. Next 
morning the canoe was returned by 
aboriginal women who had thought 
it abandoned. The dugong was lost.

Dr. Johnson, after many disap- 


pointments, caught a fine red kan- 
garoo. He drove all the aborigines 
away in case they mistook it for 
food. Then he hung the kangeroo 
in a hut ready for skinning and 
went for his knife. When he 
re- 
turned the camp dogs, sitting out- 
side the hut. were not hungry. But 
there was no red kangaroo. 


this 
finally 
ended 
in mutual 


agreement to dissolve his connec- 
tion with the American company. 
The result was a return to the 


staae and little success.

est care and should be placed out 
of reach of small children, cautions 
Home Demonstration Agent Lor- 
raine Blackwood. Between the ages 
of one and six, children are busy 
with their hands 
and mouths, 


grasping, tasting and swallowing 
nearly everything in sight. 


In hospitals for children, 
lye 


burns 
caused from drinking ]'ye 


water present one of the most com- 
plicated medical problems. 


When a small child swallows a 


solution of lye water, he begins 
to feel a strong burning sensation 
of the mouth, throat, and esopha- 
gus. Soon after, these surfaces be- 
come swollen and the child is in 
such distress that morphine 
is 


required to soothe the pain, the 
home 
demonstration 
agent ox- 
plains. 


When this happens, 
the child 


should be removed to 'a hospital 


at once and treatment started im-1 
mediately. Medical statistics reveal | 
that unless proper treatment is 
started at once, in half of the cases 
scar tissue forms in this area of 
the throat producing a stricture of 
narrowing of the thoat so that 
food can no longer reach the stom- 
ach. Although the child lives, he 
is handicapped through life by this 
condition, as an opening to 
feed 


him must be made to the stomach. 


Lye, therefore, should be kept 


out of the reach of children—on 
a high shelf. If a child accidentally 
docs swallow some lye, the par- 
ents should immediately give him 
pome lemon or orange juice or 
some diluted vinegar. Along with 
this, use egg white and milk as 
an attempt to neutralize the caus- 


tic alkali, Mrs. Blackwood says. 
Take the child to the doctor im- 
mediately and tell him what has 
happened. 
Do not try to heal 


burns inside the mouth and throat 
at home. If this is done scar tissue 
gradually forms, unknown to you. 
Then in about three months, the 
child is unable to swallow and 
must be taken to a hospital. 
In 


most instances his case is hopeless 
because the stricture is already 
there and cannot be removed. 


Every day children arc in the 


nation's hospitals with this condi- 
tion. Reduce accidents by being 
careful to place such a deadly 
poison out of reach of all young 
members of the family, she ad- 
vises. And be sure to label 
it 
"POISON" so it can be seen.

fhink. On that basis Joseph Stalin 
is doing better than all right 
as 


he passes the 0!) year mark. 


There have been many reports 


that 
communism's

patches from Moscow say that all 
available evidence indicates he is 
in good hcalllh. 


In any event, the generalissimo 
remains the big boss whoso word 
is law. This means his ability to 
think fast is unimpaired. You can't 
remain dictator of a world power 
and make mistakes in judgment. 
I here are

underlings after your job.

looked at this crucial juncture in 


empty tin cans, plenty of string and 
any other discards that look like 
they might have hidden possibili- 
ties. 


- Then let each individual's ideas 
be a guide for his or her creative 
undertaking. Bottoms and tops of 
tin cans, removed with a rim can 
opener, will served dozens of pur- 
poses for the person with imagina- 
tion. 


For handling tin and tin snippers 


be sure to have heavy work gloves 
to protect (he hands. 


Suggestions for the use of 
tin 


discs cut from the top or bottom 
of a number 5 or 10 can is a spark- 
ling star for the top of the tree. 
Just divide the circular edge in 
five equal parts, draw the neces- 
sary lines, then with the tin snip- 
pers cut out the star. In one point 
make a hole with hammer and ice 
pick. Through this hole insert 
a 


length of stovepipe wire. The ends 
of this can be twisted to form an 
upright stem which will 
wrap 


around the top branch of the tree 
to strengthen it and keep the star 
in an upright position. Now you 
are ready to paint the star with 
silver, bronze, or colored enamel. 


Other 
uses 
for tops, 
bottoms 


or sides of tin cans arc too num- 
erous to mention 
Small stars, 


circles, squares and triangles, or 
even daisy-like flowers may be cut 
out with the tin snips. One hole 
should be placed near an edge or 
corner to lie a string through. The 
string should be green or of an 
inconspicuous 
color 
and 
long 
enough to tic to the branches of 
the tree, allowing a few inches be- 
tween tree and ornament. This 
will let them swirl in the breeze. 
Either paint these little ornaments 
or leave them as they are. 


Next, try your luck at making 
a bell with a clapper. Let it be 
a flat .silhouette type or, by use of 
the pliers, flute a disc of tin into 
a bell shape. Add a clapper and a 
string for tying to the tree.

Bread is Better 
When Baked 
Quickly 


Bread and rolls baked quickly 


until medium brown hold 
more 


thiamine, a B vitamin added to en- 
riched flour, than when 
baked 


slowly until dark brown. 
Home 


Demonstration 
Agent 
Lorraine 


Blackwood reports that tests in 
home economics laboratories 
at 


Cornell University show that rolls 
hold more of this vitamin during 
baking process than bread. This 
probably is because 
they 
are 


baked 
in half 'the 
time. 


The tests indicate that a large 


proportion of the thiamine added 
in flour enrichment may be re- 
tained in yeast 
breads. Baking 


time and temperature seem to be 
most important in saving it. Bread 
baked 40 minutes at 400 degrees 
Fahrenheit held the most thiamine, 
she states further. More was lost 
in breads baked more slowly. 


Whether bread is 
mixed 
by 


sponge-dough 
or 
straight-dough 


method makes only a slight dif- 
ference in the thiamine retained. 
The number of times the dough is 
allowed to rise seems to have little 
baked in 
half the time. 


Studies show that rolls with the 
least crust hold thiamine best. As 
bread and rolls are baked 
to a 


darker crust, more thiamine 
is 
lost.
